Castle visitor, is a great admirer of 
this flower, but he isn’t letting it 
interfere with his digestion. He says 
he hasn’t much to do down here but 
eat and sleep, and look happy, but 
every time he hears the choo-choo 
whistle, he has sort of a longing to 
| be back at his old job in the rail- 
j road office. 
Seems as if most of 
the people visiting here have re­ 
tired from something or other. Even 
a lot of the buzz wagons are retired. 
But to get back to Harry. 
When 
he Isn’t looking at the flowers or 
holding down a park bench, you can 
generally locate him in an auction 
room across from the post office. Of 
| course he don’t want to buy any­ 
thing. but he enjoys seeing the tour­ 
ists kiss their money good-bye. T ie 
auction m an tried to get him to bid 
on a $4000 rug the other day, and 
Harry thanked him. 
Our party was out at Bok tower 82 
j miles east of here on Tuesday. It 
stands on the highest point in Flor­ 
ida. 
The tower and chimes are 
magnificent; 
the 
gardens 
a n d 
flowers 
gorgeous 
in 
variety 
and 
color. 
Just now the Azeles are in 
full bloom, much earlier than usual 
on account 
of the 
exceptionally 
warm weather. The tower is one of 
the 
meccas 
of the south. 
Few 
visitors to Florida go home without 
seeing it. 
There are hundreds of 
autos there every day. 
The Bok 
tower was conceived and erected by 
the former publisher of the Ladies 
Home Journal and Saturday Evening 
Post. 
He w?as buried on the north 
side of the tower, a simple marble 
slab covering his resting place. The 
grounds surrounding the tower are 
maintained 
as a 
bird sanctuary. 
Their sweet songs, mingling with 
the chimes in the tower enthrall 
the visitor. 
The thought upper­ 
most in my mind as I gazed and 
listened, was not so much of the 
tower and sanctuary, as of the man 
whose body lies beneath the marble 
slab. 
Any m an with money could 
erect a tower and surround it with 
beautiful gardens, but it remained 
for Edward Bok to conceive the idea, 
the fruition of which is daily a joy 
and pleasure to people from all parts 
of the country. 
There is nothing 
like it in the United States. 
On our way back from the Bok 
tower wp stopped at W inter Haven 
and said “hello” to Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Kline, former New- Castle 
residents. 
They came down here a 
number of years ago and liked the 
climate so well that they apj>ear to 
be 
perm anent 
fixtures, 
atihough 
| Mr Kline4 stil! has interest back in 
New Castle and makes several trips 
a year. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Kline 
are looking well. 
They have re­ 
c e n tly purchased a new home of die 
! Spanish type. 
It has a beautiful 
¡setting near a lake, where the bull- 
| frogs sing and the fish are waiting 
to be caught. 
Mr. Kline also has 
some orange trees on his lawn, and 
a large grove out in the country. 
His former home here is now’ occu­ 
pied by his daughter and sou-in-law. 
He was mighty glad to see us and 
said good-bye in Spanish. 
Mr. and Mrs. P. K Fike, William 
D. W'alton, Mr. and Mrs. W. B 
Caldwell, Mrs. Jessie Mayne, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. L. Aiken, Mrs. Cald­ 
well and myself formed a party re­ 
cently 
to 
Tarpoon 
Springs, 
the 
largest sponge fisheries in the world, 
located 40 miles north of St. Peters­ 
burg. 
It is a quaint little town, 
where the m anners and customs of 
the Greek sponge fishermen hark I 
back to medieval times. 
Along the 
bay runs a narrow street, with ship­ 
ping on one side and mostly curio 
shops on the other. 
It has a fishy | 
smell and Is best visited after a full 
meal. The boats, used by the sponge 
fishermen are equipped with both 
sails 
and 
motors. 
Sponges 
are 
found on the bottom of the gulf 
some thirty miles distant. They are 
gathered at depths of from thirty 
to one hundred feet. 
In shallow 
water fishermen dive for them from 
boats. 
In deeper water diving suits 
are used. The sponges attach th em ­ 
selves to the sea bottom, and must 
be cut loose. 
One thing I learned 
about sponges is th at the brown 
ones will wear longest. 
Brown is 
the natural color. 
The white ones 
are 
bleached 
and acids tend to 
shorten their usefulness. One of the 
divers explained th at sponges are 
one of the lowrest forms of animal 
| life. 
Bill Walton asked if they are 
| Democrats or Republicans, and the 
fisherman replied "Me no under- 
i stand.” 
On the wav back from Tarpon 
Springs we stopped at Clearwater to 
inspect a big trailer camp. There 
| were about one thousand people in 
i the camp. 
The trailers were de­ 
tached from autos and were parked 
in rows, like streets. 
The boss of 
the 
parking 
lot charged $4 
per 
month rental. 
He provides sanitary 
facilties, water and electric light. 
All the trailerites has to do is to 
plug in his appliances. 
He can 
either cook In his trailer or buy 
ready cooked food on the grounds. 
Most of the trailer families cook 
their own. There are plenty of fish 
for the catching, fruits and veg­ 
etables are cheap, and the trailer- 
ite can really live more cheaply than 
at home. 
There are all kinds of trailers, 
from the home-made contraption 
to the more elaborate, factory made 
product. 
These trailer camps can 
be found scattered all over Flordia. 
Looks as though the country is in­ 
clining toward wheels underneath, 
as well as in the belfry. In the water 
front camps the tourists spend most 
of their time swimming or lying 
around in the sand. 
The sea-gulls 
and pelicans do the same, but you 
can usually tell the tourists by their 
sunburned backs. 
I learned that 
some 
of 
the 
trailerites 
live 
on 
wheels 
the 
year 
round. 
T h e y 
say it is the only way to escape the 
tax collector. 
But the trailer prob­ 
lem is one th at is just now receiving 
attention in a num ber of states. 


I Municipalities are kicking on school- 
! ing trailer children, and authorities 
I are trying to figure out how to make 
| the trailerite pay something for the 
protection of his life and property. 
Maybe something will happen before 
everybody quits home for a trailer. 
I am afraid I am getting this ser­ 
mon too long, but I feel th at I would 
be amiss In my duty toward my 
home town if I didn’t tell the ladies 
of New Castle how to be beautiful, 
if there are any needing instruction. 
I secured the information from no 
other 
than 
Annette 
Kellerman, 
world famous swimmer and inventor 
of the one piece bathing suit. 
I

})otentiul iruit buds. 
The long cane 
m ethod is characterized by canes 
Inn ing 8 to 12 buds alter the p r u n ­ 
i n g is completed. 
Personal preference is second in 
im portance to productive po.ssibil- 
'ities. and should be so considered by 
I he grower. 
E.xperimenlal evidence 
siiovs th a t the basal bud on the 
one-year-old wood seldom produce.s 
iruit, and also th at tlie production 
•of grajics increases from the second 
to the .sixth or seventh bud. 
Then 
the production decrea.ses gradually 
until the twelfth bud Is readied. 
W ith this knowledge of grape vine 
production, growers .should 
prune 
th e ir vines by the long ra n e method. 
In this way the largest num ber of 
productive biid.s are retained. 
To 
secure the greate.st production, vines 
.should be pruned to canes carrying 
^8 to 12 buds each. 
The canes se­ 
lected should be those that previous 
to pruning were 6 to 8 feet long, 
’/ r h i s will result in stronger buds 
•and the elimination of the so-called 
‘“bull” canes.

Many poultrymen complain about 
fi drop in egg production every cold 
wave. 
T h e bird;- usually arc s ta n d ­ 
ing around with their feathers all 


roughened up in an effort to keep 
I warm. 
Becau.se of this inactivity 
I there is a drop in feed and water 
intake. 
A special effort should be made 
during real cold w’cather, to e n ­ 
courage heavy feed intake. 
F r e ­ 
quent trips through the laying pens 
to stir the m ash in the feeders or to 
scatter a few handfuls of grain in 
the litter will help to keep the birds 
active and eating. 
The use of a 
wai m moist m ash on very cold days 
will also help to m aintain normal 
feed intake. 
If non.freezing fountains are not 
u.sed. it will be very m uch worth 
while to add sufficient warm water 
to the drinking fountains to take 
the chill off the water. 
Since an 
egg is about two-third.s water, it is 
imiiorlant t h a t the birds drink large 
quantities to m ain tain sali.sfactory 
production.

this January and those of January 
1936 was more than noticeable, the 
figures of U. S. W eather Observer 
B. F. Johnson reveal.

The mean tem perature in Ja n ­ 
uary this year was 35 degrees, seven 
degrees over the normal for Ja n ­ 
uary which is 28 degrees, while the 
total precipitation was 7.11 inches, 
which is 4.09 inches in excess of the 
normal of 3.02 inches. 
This is the 
greatest precipitation ever recorded 
locally in January since 
weather 
records have been kept here, sta rt­ 
ing in 1870. 
January of 193fl came close to 
duplicating weather conditions ex­ 
perienced this year, the tem perature 
being even warmer with an excess 
of 11 degrees per 
day over 
the 
normal, and a precipitation of 6 22 
Inches. 
The 
precipitation 
w a s 
; spread out more, however. 
In January 1936, the precipitation 
w’as .65 inches below 
the normal, 
and the tem perature 
was five de­ 
grees below the normal per day. 
The mean maximum this year was 
43.5 degrees, the mean minimum, 
26.5 degrees, and the mean or aver­ 
age. 35. The normal mean for Jan ­ 
uary is 28 degrees. 
The highest 
tem perature w’as 67 degrees on the 
9th. and the lowest w?as 11 degrees 
on the 24th. Last year, the highest 
tem perature was 48 degrees and the 
lowrest 13 degrees below zero. 
The greatest precipitation in 24 
hours was 1.24 inches. 
Days with 
.01 or more of precipitation were 17, 
days clear, five; partly cloudy, 11; 
and cloudy, 15. Snowfall in January 
this year totalled 4.4 inches, while 
last year it totalled 18.1 inches. In 
January of 1920, only an inch of pre­ 
cipitation was recorded, it being the 
driest on record here. 
January of 
1933 was next with 1.20 inches. 


THIEVES MUST HAVE 
OPERATED IN BOATS 


(International New* Service) 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 6,—Hu­ 
m an depravity at its worst—looting 
In the midst of catastrophe—was 
revealed to have exceeded previous 
estimates today as the ruins of 
Louisville continued to emerge from 
receding flood waters. 
Several square blocks of the mast 
sorely stricken section of the city 
were “systematically looted by ex­ 
perts” w’hile the raging waters which 
drove 200.000 from their homes were 
at their height, it was revealed. 
Police called this section “system­ 
atically looted” because it was ob­ 
vious th at the robbers had worked 
up and down both sides of the 
streets, entering every house and 
taking everything portable of value 
while owners shivered in 
refugee 
camps. 
The thieves apparently operated 
in boats—boats sorely needed in res­ 
cue work at the time. Thus the evi­ 
dence left by their pillage was com­ 
pletely covered for days until the 
flood waters receded. 
Tw’o looters were shot and killed, 
with 
the sanction of authorities, 
during the days of horror w’hich saw’ 
80 per cent of tlie homes all or p ar­ 
tially submerged, one off cer said, 
and another agreed: 
“Yes, there was lots of looting.” 
There was also considerable “le­ 
gitim ate looting”. 
A fireman ex­ 
plained: 
“We did't have time to get an or-1 
der while saving women and babies, 
and where they needed food, one 
m an’s store was as good as another.”
